Lincoln facing the 
singers and seemingly 
enjoy ed 
the 
song, at the conclusion of which, he 
commenced to sp eak and our p eop le 
were entranced . 
The crow*d was so 
ap p arently in sy mp athy 
with 
him 
that he seemed insp ired 
and sp oke 
longer than the allotted time. At the 
conclusion of his remarks a remarka­ 
ble d emonstration of enthusiasm was 
manifested 
by 
the 
crowd 
which 
cheered him again and again, p res­ 
sing forward to shake his hand . Lin­ 
coln was v isibly affected , his ey es 
v rere moist and his v oice trembled , as 
he rep lied to w*ord s ad d ressed to him 
by ind iv id uals in the crowd . Back in

stood 
James 
Blair, 
eighty -fiv e y ears of age, an old Cir­ 
cuit rid er of the Method ist p ersua­ 


sion, who mad e fueble efforts to force 
his way to Lincoln but without av ail. 
Lincoln saw* him and stand ing erect 
said “my friend s p lease make way 
for my aged friend that I may shake 
his hand .” The crowd was too d ense 
for this but th$ aged sire was lifted 
up and p assed ov er the head s of the 
crowd to the car and Lincoln stoop ­ 
ing grasp ed his hand . The aged man 
with the

running d own 
his 
cheeks said “Abraham Lincoln thank 
God that I hav e liv ed to 
see 
this 
d ay .” then raising his hand s p ro­ 
nounced a p ray er and blessing up on 
Lincoln and bad e him 
God 
sp eed . 
Lincoln’s ey es were filled with tears 
and great stalwart men w*ere d eep ly 
affected . 
Years afterward s I saw*

The 
store w?as shut up , the mill w?as clos­ 
ed , and Abraham Lincoln was out of 
business. 
The y ear had been one of great ad ­ 
v ance, in many resp ects. 
He had 
mad e new* and v aluable acquaint­ 
ances, read many books, mastered 
the grammar of his own tongue, won 
multitud es of friend s, alul became 
read y for a step still further in ad ­ 
v ance. 
Those who could ap p reciate brains 
resp ected him, and those wd iose id eas 
of a man related to his muscles were 
d ev oted to him. It was while he was 
p erforming the work of the store that 


| he acquired the sobriquet of “Honest 
| Abe” — a characterization he nev er 
I d ishonored , and an abbrev iation that
